Southbound Blue Line riders who board the 
train after O’Hare will see three additional Blue 
Line trains during morning rush hour, but riders 
who board the trains at O’Hare during that time 
will see less service. 

The number of Blue Line trains that leave 
from the Rosemont station between 6:30 a.m. 
and 9:05 a.m. will increase from 35 to 38, accord- 
ing to service changes that take effect Sunday. 
Some of these trains will end their runs at UIC/ 
Halsted while others will run the length of the 
Blue Line to Forest Park. 

Six rail lines and 48 bus routes will see addi- 
tional service under the controversial service 
plan the CTA board approved months ago to 


decresse cooweling on buses ancl trains used by 
7a percene of TAS cership. Alone than a eer 
to bus lines will see comyacte or partial elimina- 
ton. 

Accurcing te detutlee timetables posted to 
the (TAS website, the oumber of trains that 
leave O’Hare from 6:30 a.m. and 9:08 a.m. will 
decrease from 32 to 30. 

Separately, riders who board at O’Hare may 
be required to pay a $2.75 surcharge as part of a 
fare hikes plan the CTA board will vote on at a 
meeting Tuesday. Riders with unlimited passes 
would not have to pay this surcharge, which will 
take effect in mid-January if approved. 

On the service side, the CTA said it focused 
its efforts on adding trains to routes during peak 
periods. The goal is to reduce the number of rid- 
ers ina rail car from 80-plus to 75 riders. 

“{The idea} is to make the existing trains a 
little more comfortable,” said Graham Garfield, 
CTA general manager of customer information.

stations, use the Brown Line. The agency said it 
believes the Brown Line can handle any influx 
of No. 11 riders without adding more servire 
during the evening rush hour.

Illinois riding the wave of 
support for gay marriage

Bi SPRINGFIELD Gay marriage support- 
ers said Thursday they have moved to 
“within striking distance” of collecting 

enough votes to pass a bill in early January. 

Sen. Heather Steans and Rep. Greg Harris 
unveiled plans to take up the measure in the 
closing days of the current General Assembly 
before a new set of lawmakers are sworn in 
Jan. 9. 

The legislation would allow same-sex mar- 
riage and protect the right of religious institu- 
tions to either consecrate or not consecrate 
such weddings, but church leaders from a va- 
riety of faiths have rallied staunch opposition. 

Nine states allow gay marriage, including 
three states — Maine, Maryland and Washing- 
ton—that approved legalizing gay marriage 
via voter referendum in November. 

Both Steans and Harris said the ballot-box 
victories elsewhere last month represent a 
“sea change” they are seeing among colleagues 
in Illinois. The two Chicago Democrats said 
they plan to put up the same-sex marriage bill 
for a vote and indicated they wouldn’t do so 
without believing it would pass. Still, they re- 
mained cautious. 

Steans said the two “don’t want to lose the 
momentum” and “we want to do it now.” 

“Public sentiment is moving fast on this,” 
Steans said, pointing out support from 
Gov. Quinn, Mayor Emanuel and President 
Obama. “It’s just a wave now. It’s moving very 
quickly.” 

The two have to muster 60 House votes 
and 30 Senate votes. If that happens, Quinn 
has indicated he would sign the bill into law. 
Such a measure would take effect in the sum- 
mer, the lawmakers said. The measure also 
would recognize gay marriages performed in 
other states, they said. 

Harris said constituents have made argu-

ments to a growing number of lawmakers, 
raising questions like, “Why would our state 
treat our lesbian granddaughter with less re- 
spect than our straight grandson?” 

The gay marriage push comes after the 
state first allowed civil unions for same-sex 
and heterosexual partners in 2011. Oppo- 
nents of civil unions predicted that fight 
would open the door to making gay marriage 
legal in only a matter of time, but the time- 
table for action is moving quicker than many 
foes may have anticipated. 

Opponents cite religious concerns, saying 
the sanctity of marriage should be protected 


and the institution be defined as between a 
man and a woman. But Harris has said the 
question for Illinois has turned from whether 
the state would pass gay marriage to when. 

On Monday, Quinn said he hopes lawmak- 
ers would send him the gay marriage bill in 
January. But Harris had cautioned that the 
legislative agenda is filling up with so many 
big-ticket items like pension reform and casi- 
no expansion proposals that there might not 
be enough time and room for gay marriage to 
be taken up. Harris also wanted to make sure 
he had the votes to pass the bill before going 
forward on such a contentious issue.

What can you do? Well, just try to stay alive for a little 
while longer. Don’t close out old credit accounts, and 
remember that applying for new credit cards will bring 
down your average. This is a waiting game. 

The cost of a college degree has increased 1,120 per- 
cent over the last 30 years, which means more student 
debt, which means more loans, which means more inter- 
est, which means young grads are stuck in a neverending 
payment cycle. 

The solution here is political. Most student loans are 
straight from the federal government, which means 
Congress has control over interest rates and policy. You 
want reform? Write your senator, and vote. 

Rental vacancy rates are at a 10-year low. When there 
are fewer apartments and houses up for rent, landlords 
can charge more to lease them out. Rents have risen 
nationwide for the last three years straight, and there’s 
no sign that the trend will reverse itself! The National 
Association of Realtors predicts that landlords will hike 
rents by 4.6 percent next year. 

The killer thing is, now is a fantastic time to buy 
property, especially in Chicago. Mortgage interest rates 
are low, and housing is 30 percent cheaper than it was 
in 2006. But saving for a house can’t be your priority if 
you're struggling to keep a rental roof over your head. 

And remember what I said about how hard it is to get 
credit? That’s true for mortgages, too. Even if you do 
scrape together enough cash for a small down payment, 
most banks are still shellshocked after the credit crisis. 
They’re reluctant to lend to anyone but the most perfect 
applicants (aka, not normal humans). Which is okay, in 
away. The credit crisis started because banks lent too 
much money to unqualified borrowers, after all. But 
that’s not much comfort for those of us with an average 
credit score but an above-average case of condo envy. 

How can you beat that? I have no idea. This system is so 
much bigger than any one person that John Doe Renter 
will have a rough time making it better for himself Watch 
your credit score, save some money and wait it out.

Entering Middle-earth 


‘Hobbit’ star Martin 
Freeman jumps intoa 
brave new fantasy world 


MCT 

Although Bilbo Baggins is a diminutive Hob- 
bit, he may be the most human-scaled char- 
acter in J.R.R. Tolkien’s Middle-earth fantasy 
world. No adventurer, he’s dismayed in Tolk- 
ien’s novel when the wizard Gandalf and a 
cadre of dwarves recruit him to do battle with 
a seemingly invincible dragon. 

Still, it takes some nerve for an actor to 
play the timid Bilbo. Millions of Tolkien read- 
ers have their own image of “The Hobbit’s” 
protagonist. Little wonder, then, that Peter 
Jackson wanted Martin Freeman to star in his 
“Hobbit” trilogy, which launched at midnight 
Thursday with “The Hobbit: An Unexpected 
Journey.” 

The English actor specializes in taking the 
Everyman role in adaptations of much-loved 
bestsellers, including hapless earthling Arthur 
Dent in “The Hitchhiker’s Guide to the Gal- 
axy” and Dr. John Watson in the BBC series 
“Sherlock.” Freeman said he didn’t feel he was 
sticking his head in a dragon’s mouth by tak- 
ing on the iconic Bilbo. 


How would you describe the young Bilbo, 
who is a much older minor character in 
“Lord of the Rings”? 

He’s not particularly bold. He’s not the main 
guy in the room. He’s not an alpha male. 
There’s a timidity to him which is part of 
his pomposity as well, as we join him at the 
beginning of the show. In many ways he 
wouldn't say boo to a goose. 


Did donning Bilbo’s large feet affect your 
performance? 
The feet were key. If your feet are 6 inches 


longer, then your gait changes. Your balance, 
your equilibrium, everything changes. Those 
things don’t have to be a conscious decision. 
But they do add to it. 


Does it really feel like entering a fantasy 
realm to perform in a Peter Jackson mega- 
production? 

You're aware that you’re entering a magical 
realm. On the other hand it’s highly practical, 
highly pragmatic and very unromantic. The 
magic and all that is what the audience sees. 
What you see day to day is going to work. 
Albeit very pleasurable work. 


Does it require more imagination to act op- 
posite computer-generated characters like 
Gollum? 

Yeah, given I’ve never seen a warg {big bad 
wolf-hounds with a taste for Hobbit flesh} 

let alone killed one, that does require a lot of 
imagination. It’s a leap of faith between you, 
the director, the digital people, everything, to 
kind of construe exactly what it is ’'ve got my 
sword embedded in. 


There are many newcomers to the story in 
the cast, but also many actors who had lived 
in their parts for years in the original “Rings” 
trilogy. Did that feed helpfully into your 
performances together? 

It helped me working with Gollum, the first 
stuff I was doing. It helped that Andy {Serkis, 
whose on-set performance was data-captured 
to create the creature} was so adept in that 
character. To be nose-to-nose with Gollum, 
on the receiving end of his threats and his 
malice and his madness, really helped me in 
finding how Bilbo reacted in life-and-death 
situations. And with Ian [McKellen] as well, 
as Gandalf. You feel you’re working with this 
solid base. And also you’re in [Peter Jack- 
son’s} hands. He knows what he’s doing.

‘Hobbit’ to rule box office

“The Hobbit: An Unexpected Journey” stands 
to collect more gold at the box office this 
weekend than the dragon Smaug is hoarding 
inside the Lonely Mountain. 

Peter Jackson’s 3-D prequel to “The Lord 
of the Rings” trilogy should open to between 
$120 million and $140 million in the US. and 
Canada this weekend, according to people 
who have seen pre-release surveys. That 
would be the fifth-biggest domestic debut of 
the year. 

All three “Rings” movies opened on a 
Wednesday. The most successful, 2003’s “The 
Return of the King,” took in $124 million dur- 
ing its first five days. All told, the “Lord of 
the Rings” trilogy sold more than $2.9 billion 
worth of tickets worldwide. 

While anticipation for “The Hobbit” is 
huge, with nearly 60 percent of moviegoers 
saying they are definitely interested in seeing 
the film, reviews have been mixed. Many crit- 
ics have been particularly harsh on a version 
playing at 48 frames per second—double the 
typical 24—that some say looks like high-def- 
inition television. 

Though it’s playing at only 461 out of more 
than 4,000 theaters showing “The Hobbit” 
in the U.S. and Canada, the high-frame rate 


version has garnered an outsized amount 
of pre-release buzz, much of it negative. 
However, it’s likely to be of great interest 
to fanboys and cinephiles, as Jackson has 
aggressively touted and endorsed the new 
technology. 

The biggest question may be whether au- 
diences are excited or frustrated by the epic 
length of “The Hobbit.” “An Unexpected 
Journey” is nearly three hours long, despite 
being one of three movies based on the sin- 
gle J.R.R. Tolkien book. To pad out the story, 
Jackson and his collaborators have added de- 
tails from the appendices of “The Lord of the 
Rings” as well as invented material. 

“The Lord of the Rings” trilogy took in 
nearly two-thirds of its box-office receipts 
overseas. With international markets having 
grown over the last decade, that statistic is 
likely to increase on “The Hobbit.” 

It debuts in 55 foreign markets this week- 
end, and will launch in several lucrative coun- 
tries such as Australia and Russia in the com- 
ing weeks. 

The movie already has opened in Jack- 
son’s native New Zealand, where it collected 
$643,000 on its first day. That’s the biggest 
ever non-holiday Wednesday take for a mo- 
tion picture in that country.

these two. First-time feature writer Richard 
Nelson’s script deserves about 50 tickets 
from the voiceover police; throughout the 
film, Daisy interjects with commentary like 
“How I longed for him,” frequently speak- 
ing about events and feelings she was not 
around to witness. (Much like Macy Gray’s 
character in “The Paperboy.”) Daisy’s limited

Likewise, “Hyde Park on Hudson,” named 
for the New York estate where FDR hosted 
the King (Samuel West) and Queen (Olivia 
Colman) of England in 1939, could be called, 
“Franklin and Bertie’s BFF Weekend.” It 
was the first time British royalty had visited 
America, but director Roger Michell “Not- 
ting Hill”) depicts none of FDR's cabinet’s 
objections to the visit. The leaders engage 
in an amusing chat, relating to each other 
and the importance of not seeing themselves 
the way they fear others see their respective 
limitations (polio and a stutter). Yet even 
though England needs military support from 
the US., the impact-less storytelling of “Hyde 
Park” drips with inconsequentiality. 

The performances are all good enough, 
but none of the relationships, particularly 
between FDR and Daisy, develop in ways 
that provide the cast any complex material 
to play. Was FDR really ignoring the nation’s

woes while he hung at the house? How did 
Eleanor, regardless of her sexuality, feel about 
her husband’s apparent womanizing? Why 
even run the risk of making people say, “Co- 
lin Firth was so much better in “The King’s 
Speech”? 


“Hyde Park” touches on the value of laugh- 
ing at one’s self, but viewers who don’t fall 
asleep are likely to laugh at a shallow film that 
includes narration about the summer breeze 
and a debate about whether or not the moon 
is full. Riveting, right?

Over the past few years, Logan Square has increasingly become a magnet for bar and restaurant own- 


ers looking to set up shop—and a flurry of new openings this fall and winter have only cemented this 


status. Here’s a close-up look at one recent addition, plus quick tastes of six others.

Adrienne Lo and Abraham Conlon 
made their mark on Chicago's dining 
scene as the creators of underground 
dining club X-Marx. Hosted monthly 
at different restaurants, these pop- 
up dinners often featured overly 
ambitious-sounding fusions such as 
“Greeknamese’” and “Japtaliano.” And 
yet, when | first tried the food two 
years ago—hamachi collar and sushi 
rice risotto, miso-parmesan dashi—| 
was bowled over by how playful and 
smart the cross-cultural connections 
were. 

Now, Lo and Conlon are revisit- 
ing their earlier experiments with 
Euro-Asian fusion in a permanent 
restaurant inspired by the cuisine 
of Macau, a former Portuguese 
colony in China—a fitting concept 
for Lo’s Chinese roots and Conlon’s 
Portuguese heritage. | was intent on 
finding out whether X-Marx would 
meet its match in this one-month-old 
restaurant. 
The scene: The open kitchen is part of 
the dining room, where guests watch 
their dishes come together from com- 
munal tables, the bar or tables for two. 
In its first few weekends open, there 
was a Steady line of diners waiting for 
tables when | passed the restaurant 
on my way home; on a recent week- 
night, | only had to wait a few minutes 
before sitting down to share a table 
with a pair of couples and a family 
with kids in tow. 
The food: Everything is made by hand 
and inspired by traditional Portuguese 
and Chinese recipes from both Lo’s 
and Conlon’s families, including light 


and savory pork and 
shrimp pot stick- 

ers ($10) and fat 

rice noodles ($14), 
dumpling-like mor- 
sels that are thick 
and chewy in the 
best possible way. 
Balichang catfish 
($20) with pork belly, 
tea egg and Thai 
eggplant was smoky 
and soft, rounded 
out nicely by an ad- 
dictive sugary-sour 
tamarind sauce. 
Bittersweet winter 
melon soup with 
dried scallop and at 
buttery croutons ($7) 

instantly brought back memories of 
my own Chinese food-filled childhood, 
like staying home from school for the 
sole purpose of reveling in the warm, 
earthy aroma of the mild stew wafting 
through the house. Starters were hit or 
miss: Peanuts ($4) came overdressed 
with soy, but the surprising gouda-like 
texture and taste of the smoky tofu 
($4) was one of the highlights of the 
night. Nothing is too sweet, especially 
the pineapple upside-down cake with 
sherry vinegar caramel ($8). 

The drinks: |n addition to a short beer 
and wine list, cocktail fans will find va- 
riety in the “adult soda” mixed drinks. 
Options such as the ginger-saffron 
soda with white port ($9) are fruity, 
spicy and bitter, but light enough to 
partner with the starchy courses. 

The service: Fat Rice makes you feel 


like you’re dining in someone’s home, 
complete with the slightly befuddled 
family member who brings a dish 
someone else made and can't quite 
explain what it is. The occasional 
clumsiness is smoothed out by gen- 
eral manager Lo, who moves between 
the kitchen and dining room with 
ease, treats new guests like old friends 
and often stops by to explain dishes. 
Bottom line: Compared to X-Marx 
and its pricey tickets, no-reservations 
Fat Rice is both more affordable and 
accessible. With a menu that will 
evolve with the seasons, lunch and 
take-out on the horizon and another 
business (Mama’s Nuts) slated to 
open next door in the new year, | can 
see Fat Rice becoming my new go-to 
place for date nights and dinners with 
friends. —ELITE TRUONG

Bartenders experiment 
with house-made bitters

Even at the city’s best liquor stores, you're 
not likely to find myrrh-flavored bitters on 
the shelves. So when beverage director Alex 
Bachman of Yusho in Avondale mixes up his 
Cate’s Esters cocktail, he has to reach for a 
bottle of bitters he’s made himself. 

Cocktails generally contain only a few 
drops of these botanical alcohols, but bitters 
can pack such distinct flavors that bartend- 
ers pay them a lot of attention. For Bachman, 
this means experimenting with making his 
own flavors such as Szechuan peppercorn and 
soybean, which he is able to tweak to specifi- 
cally complement his cocktails. It also allows 
him to recreate classic styles of bitters, like 
Boker’s and Abbott’s, that are no longer pro- 
duced. 

“It’s an important part of beverage his- 
tory. It gives us more control over the things 
we create,” Bachman said. “We can tailor the 
spice, the body, the acidity.” 

Likewise, at Vincent in Andersonville, bev- 
erage director Nick Smith currently is mak- 
ing his own elderberry-fig bitters. Smith did 
a lot of Internet research before beginning 
the process, which can take anywhere from 
a month to close to a year, depending on the 
type of bitters. 

Steeping the herbs and fruits in alcohol, 
tasting them daily and ultimately blending 
flavors together requires not only a lot of jars, 
but a lot of patience. 

“Every day I’m just like ‘Ugh! I wish they

were ready, because finally blending them to 
get the flavor you want is the best part,” Smith 
said. 

He’s hoping the fruits of his experiment 
will pay off before Christmas, when he will 
add the elderberry-fig bitters to a bourbon- 
based cocktail. Smith even said that if all goes 
well, he’d love for Vincent’s chef to incorpo- 
rate the bitters in a dish. 

Mike Ryan, head bartender at Sable Kitch- 
en & Bar in River North, knows the waiting 
game well. Making his own bitters was one 
of the first experiments he tried when he be- 
came interested in cocktails, and he currently 
has a few bottles of his own creations, such as 
chocolate and orange bitters, behind the bar. 

Even when he could buy these flavors com- 
mercially, Ryan said sometimes it’s worth mak- 
ing his own. The versions of chocolate bitters 
he found for sale, for example, all seemed too 
spicy for the vodka cocktail, called the Iron 
Kimono, that he was creating. His chocolate 
bitters, he said, have a warming, cacao flavor 
without any heat. 

As craft cocktails have enjoyed a recent re- 
vival at popular bars such as Sable, The Whis- 
tler and The Violet Hour, Ryan has noticed an 
increase in the number of spirits companies 
producing bitters. 

“It’s amazing. It’s gone from a handful— 
five or six companies — to absolutely everyone 
having commercial bitters,” Ryan said. 

Despite the proliferation, Ryan will con- 
tinue to make a few small batches of his own 
versions for use in certain drinks. 

“It’s a very approachable thing that when 
you're done, if you do it right, has really im- 
pressive results.”

“Argo” followed with five nominations from the Hollywood 
Foreign Press Association on Thursday morning. Quentin Tar- 
antino’s slavery Western “Django Unchained,” which opens 
Christmas Day, earned nods for best director, best picture and 
two supporting actor nominations for Leonardo DiCaprio 
and Christoph Waltz. 

Among the nominations for Ben Affleck’s political thriller 
“Argo” were best director, best picture, and best supporting 
actor for Alan Arkin. 

Swimming upstream with three nominations Thursday 
morning was one of the biggest surprises of the award season: 
“Salmon Fishing in the Yemen.” The quirky romantic comedy 
was nominated for best comedy or musical picture, and also 
earned best actor and actress nominations for stars Emily 
Blunt and Ewan McGregor. 

On the TV side of the nominations, HBO’s drama “Game 
Change”—chronicling Sarah Palin’s 2008 vice presidential 
run—earned the most with five, including a best actress nod 
for Julianne Moore. “Homeland” followed with four nomina- 
tions and “Downton Abbey,” “Modern Family” and the TV 
movie “The Girl” picked up three apiece. 

There’s also a suggestion that the love affair with “Mad 
Men” may be coming to an end. The AMC period drama that 
has dominated award shows in recent years was noticeably 
missing from the best dramatic TV series nominees, although 
it did pick up a nod for star Jon Hamm. Earlier this year, the 
show failed to take home a single Emmy. 


WHAT A WEEK! 

The nominations wrap one of the most closely watched 
weeks of the awards season, which kicked off Monday with 
the announcement of nominations for the Critics’ Choice 
Movie Awards, followed by the SAG Award nominations. The 
films and performers honored this week gain front-runner 
status leading up to the Academy Award nominations, which 
will be announced Jan. 10.

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‘Modern Family’ star’s 
neckwear line is fashion 
statement with political, 
personal ties

Emmy-nominated actor Jesse Tyler Ferguson, 
who plays the red-haired lawyer half of a gay 
couple on “Modern Family,” and his real-life 
partner, Justin Mikita, are mixing fashion 
with political activism. 

The recently engaged pair are behind a 
limited-edition, 20-piece neckwear collec- 
tion called Tie the Knot on sale exclusively 
through online retailer the Tie Bar. 

Proceeds from sales of the jaunty, all-silk 
bow ties are earmarked to benefit groups 
working for marriage equality. 

Ferguson, 37, and Mikita, 27, sat down last 
month in the Silver Lake, Los Angeles, home 
they share to talk about their Tie the Knot 
Foundation. 

Ferguson says he first started thinking 
about delving into the bow tie business about 
a year ago. “I wear a lot of bow ties, and we 
thought this would be a fun way to dip our 
toes into the fashion world in a simple, easy, 
low-key way,” he says. 

It was Mikita’s idea to make the fashion 
statement a philanthropic one. A develop- 
ment associate with the nonprofit American 
Foundation for Equal Rights, the group that 
brought the federal court case seeking to over- 
turn California’s Proposition 8 ballot initia- 
tive outlawing same-sex marriage in the state, 
Mikita suggested using the proceeds to sup- 
port groups working toward marriage equality. 

Ferguson says that trying to line up manu- 
facturing and retail partners in the early stages 
of the project “felt like a slow-moving train.” 

Mikita thinks that’s at least partially be- 
cause of the cause it’s backing. “It’s such a 
high-profile social issue right now,” he says,

“that I think major corporations are tentative 
to get behind it.” 

This summer, Ferguson reached out to the 
Tie Bar, a Chicago-based online retailer of 
men’s furnishings from which he’d purchased 
neckties. 

“I think we just looked up their contact 
information on the website and called them 
up,” Ferguson says. “And I think we were talk 
ing to them about an hour later. Once they 
said they'd do it, it was full speed ahead.” 

Greg Shugar, who started the Tie Bar with 
his wife, Gina, in 2004, knows gay marriage 
can be a divisive issue. 

‘As a business you try to stay away from 
hot-button political issues,” he says. “But for 
whatever reason [marriage equality] has al- 
ways been an issue with me.” 

The Tie Bar isn’t just the exclusive retailer 
of the bow tie collection. 

It also is the design and manufacturing 
partner for the line, helping shepherd Fergu- 
son and Mikita’s vision from design inspira- 
tion to finished product.
